They Still Think Kouropatkin is on His

Togo Continues to Plant Mines Outside the Harbor

The refugees further confirm the re- 
ports that the Russian fleet is in a

The name of the 
assassin of Minister Von Plehve is 
given by the Bouse Gazette as Prozeff, 
put this is not confirmed by the police, 
who, if satisfied that they have estab- 
lished the identity, or even the nation- 
ality of the murderer, are carefully 
guarding the facts, perhaps to throw 
his accomplices off the scent. 
The general public is disposed to re- 
gard the crime as intimately con- 
nected with the far-reaching terrorist 
plot revealed last summer by the ar- 
rest of Gerschunin; the Russian revo- 
lutionary agitator, at Kieff, where he 
had gone to organize an attempt on 
the Emperor's life at Sarnoff during 
the ceremonies incident to the canoni- 
zation of St. Seraphim. The subse- 
quent trial established the fact that 
Gerschunin was at the head of a mur- 
derous conspiracy similar to the Nihil- 
ist conspiracy of the early 80’s,the ob 
ject of which was to create a reign of 
terror in Russia by killing ministers, 
governors and the Emperor himself.

The more recent murders of Gov.- 
Gen. Bobrikoff of Finland, who was 
shot by Eugene Schaumann, June 16, 
and of Vice-Governor Andrieff of 
Trans-Caucasia, assas- 
sinated July 17, last, probably were 
not connected with this plot. 

Gerschunin was captured, and be 
and two others, one of whom was a 
woman, were tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to death, but the Emperor, 
with Von Plehve's acquiescence, com- 
muted the sentences to fifteen years’ 
imprisonment. Gerschunin is now 
serving his sentence in Schluszelberg 
prison. 

THE CZAR “UNINVOLVED.” 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press learns that while the identity 
and nationality of the assassin and his 
accomplice are still not definitely es- 
tablished, the police are making prog- 
ress in unraveling the skein. They 
are amazed to find how far-reaching 
was the conspiracy. There is noth- 
ing yet, however, to prove its connec- 
tion with that of Gerschunin.© The 
documents found show the existence 
of a wholesale plot to murder minis- 
ters, but the most remarkable feature 
is that it did not include the Emperor, 
who is distinctly declared to be “un- 
involved.” 

The capture of the accomplices of 
the murderer was effected under cir- 
cumstances showing that the conspir- 
ators pursued the very plan followed 
at the time of the assassination of 
Alexander II. The accomplices were 
then posted at several street corners, 
in order that if one man failed, an 
other might succeed. The plan was 
adopted yesterday. 

The assassin was examined by an 
investigating magistrate today and re 
fused to make any statement at the 
time. The post-mortem examination 
of the remains of Von Plehve shows 
that his death was instantaneous. 

The assassin, Lego, also known as 
Prozeff, carefully planned the crime. 
He says he was animated by humani- 
tarian motives, and does not express 
the slightest regret. An account of 
the tragedy published this afternoon 
says the assassin attempted to com- 
mit suicide by shooting. He had a 
revolver in his hand when seized. The 
operation on him was so successful 
that he is expected to recover in 
three weeks. The murderer is still 
in the hospital. He is a handsome 
man of about twenty-five years of age, 
with blonde, regular features. 

VON PLEHVE’S WIDOW.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 29.—Mme. 
Plehve, widow of the deceased states- 
man, arrived here today. She is 
broken down, but is calm. The sight 
of her husband's remains caused the 
widow, who suffers from heart trouble, 
a shock, and she fell to the floor in a 
fainting condition. Doctors revived 
her, and later she went to the Minis- 
ter’s villa on the islands of the Neva.

RUPTURE INEVITABLE. 
Vatican's Reply to French Note De- 
manding Recall of Letters Sum- 
moning Bishops to Rome.

PARIS, July 29.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Vatican's reply te the French 
note demanding the recall of the letters 
summoning the bishops of Dijon and 
Laval to Rome was received at the 


Foreign Office this morning and is be-. 
ing translated for the Council of M- 


ister#. 

It consists of two notes dehling sepa- 
rately with the cases of the two bish- 
ops. The impression prevails that a 
rupture is almost inevitable. 

The Council of Ministers, after sitting 
until 5 p.m., discussing the Vatican 
situation, decided to keep its decision 
secret. 

Premier Combes, when questioned 
after the ministers adjourned, declared 
that diplomatic etiquette forbid him to 
speak. This statement is interpreted to 
indicate a complete rupture of diplo- 
matic relations with the Holy See. 

The French government's note will be 
telegraphed this evening to M. De 
Courcel, secretary in charge of the 
French embassy at the Vatican, who 
will communicate it to the Vatican au- 
thorities tomorrow. 

It is believed that the embassy staff 
will leave Rome tomorrow and that the 
papal nuncio will leave Paris.

TWO MORE ASSAULTS. 

Clarence Morris, a non-tnionist, for- 
merty in the employ of Armour & 
Co., was set upon by a mob of strikers 
today and severely beaten. 

George Sunied, a supposed strike 
breaker, and Edward Johnson, said 
‘to be a non-union man. were also at- 
tacked, and are in a serious condition. 

Although the managers of the pack- 
ing compantes clai to have enough 
men working so that their production 
is almost normal in several of the 
plants, the prices of meat continue 
to rise in the local markets.

The meat served to Chicago custom- 
ers nearly all comes from the inde- 
pendent plants. 

INDEPENDENTS BUSY. 

Figures obtained at the five largest 
independent packing-houses in the 
yarda where there is no strike in prog- 
ress show that these plants have more 
than doubled their forces of men and 
their outputs of meat. The men are 
workipg in three shifts of eight hours 
each and the killing and preparing of 
meat is continued day and night. 

Previous to the strike these five 
plants were employing 419 men. This 
force has been increased to $60. The 
weekly output of the plants has in- 
creased from 3300 cattle, 900 hogs and 
4700 sheep siaughtered before the 
strike, to 8500 cattle, 1600 hogs and 10. 
70 sheep for the week ending yes- 
terday. All of this meat goes to sup- 
ply the retail markets in Chicago.

“The people must take heed of this 
and plan, im future development, for 
crops not dependent on irrigation, It 
has been shown that there are many 
of the latter class that can be grown 
with success here, and these must be 
reckoned with in the future. 
“Naturally the most important ele- 
ment in conserving your water supply 
is the preservation of the forests cov- 
ering the watersheds.” 

Mr. Mendenhall is of the opinion that 
the domestic water supply of Los An- 
geles is sufficient for present needs, and 
even for a considerable period in the 
future, if the city will provide ampje 
Storage reservoirs. Wasting of wa- 
ter by the consumers is the trouble 
just now, he thinks. 

Investigation in the San Fernando 
Valley develops a condition of serious 
outlook for some ranchers who have 
depended on irrigation there. 

It is considered feasible by students 
of the local water question for this 
city, some day in the future, when its 
growth makes the good, sweet wate? of 
the San Fernando sourves too precious 
for baser uses, to pump water up from 
the Pacific Ocean for the purposes of 
closet and sewer flushing and street 
sprinkling. j

The inspectors are continuing their 
night vigils, and they are finding a 
surprising number of cases where peo- 
ple allow their hydrants to run all 
night long. 

PARK LAKE CONDITIONS. 

It is a toss-up as to which lake in 
the city parks is in the worst condition 
at present. Probably Hollenbeck Lake 
is in the best shape of any of the four 
large bodies of water; but even this 
lake is a source of worry to the Park 
Superintendent and to the residents 
along its banks. 

Hollenbeck Lake has had the advan- 
tage of a considerable flow of fresh 
water every night; yet even this has 
not been able to overcome the work of 


the hot weather, and daily the water 


is receding from the banks, leaving, 
ugly, slimy and moss-covered stretches 
to show the pollution of the water. 
With all the water that has flowed into 
the lake it cannot be kept up to near 
normal stage. It is believed by those 
who have studied the situation that 
there is a great wastage of water in 
this lake through the main sewer pipes, 
which are laid underneath its bed, but 
so far no breaks have been located. 

At Hallenbeck Park the water sup- 

y. which is used for lawn and tree 

tion during the day, is turned 
into the lake at night; so this has 
helped in a degree to purify the waters. 

At Westlake within the past day or 
two the park force has done a good 
work in clearing out the rubbish which 
floated on the water. Many dead fish 
were found. But there is no practical 
way in which the water can be freed 
of the rapidby-increasing growth of 
moss and green scum, or the marvel- 
ous millions of insect and animal life 
with which the water is teeming. 

The stench which arises from the 
upper end of Echo Park Lake is such 
that men can only work there for short 
periods, and visitors who happen to 
wander into that section which catches 
the wind from off the lake turn and 

as from a pestilence. 

From Eastlake Park district comes 
up a wail similar to that from the 
Other park territories, and as there is 
absolutely no prospect of sufficient 
Water to purify these bodies before the 
winter season, the question of what 
would be a wise course to pursue be- 
comes important. 

WOULD FURNISH WATER. 

Frank W. Burnett, an attorney in the 
Douglas building, has written to The 
Times in regard to the general water 
shortage, and in deploring the fact 
that many people believe the future 
progress and prosperity of Los An- 
geles are imperiled, says the alarm 
may be allayed by the statement that 
there are other sources of water supply 
in sight sufficient for a city with a 
million people. . 

“I, myself,” says Mr. Burnett, “rep- 
resent clients ready to bring to the 
city gates 10,000,000 gallons daily, al- 
ready developed and tested, and of the 
purest quality. High local authorities 
have investigated the project and esti- 
mate that the supply from this source 
alone may be increased to a far larger 
quantity than is now received from the 
Los Angeles River sources.”

LOS ANGELES, July 29.—{To the

The Ninth of Ab. 

LOS ANGELES, July 28—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] Permit me to 
speak a word on the subject of “The 
Ninth of Ab” upon which you comment 
editorially in your- issue of this day. 
First of all, however, I desire to ex- 
press my appreciation of the course 
you afe pursuing in making your jour- 
nal a source of information On the wid- 
est and most divergent points of in- 
terest. I have regretted it often that 
the daily press confined its discussion 
of Jew and Judaism to the statement 
in its columns of the religious affilia- 
tion of an offender against the majesty 
of the law, if such offender happened 
to be a Jew. That the purpose of a 
newspaper is not best served by such 
a course has been pointed out time and 
again, until high journalism has come 
to wn upon, and to eschew the wan- 
ten fling upon the Jews because of any 
defect of a Jew. But the daily press, 
occupying a higher standard, and man- 
ifestly inclined to teach and enlighten 
the public, frequently errs in publish- 
ing exaggerated statements, or state- 
ments but partially correct. Of this lat- 
ter defect your editorial on “The Ninth 
of Ab” is an illustration in point. 

You say that the pious Jews cele- 
brated a few days ago the anniversary 
of the destruction of Jerusalem by Ne- 
buchadnezzar about 586 B.C. This is 
not in accordance with fact or history. 
It is true that about that time, on the 
ninth day of Ab (corresponding with 
parts of July and August,) Nebuchad- 
nezza: of Babylon destroyed Jerusa- 
lem, and led the Jews into What is 
known as the Babylonian captivity, but 
it is true, also, that the restoration of 
Judea under Cyrus, and the rebuilding 
of the Solomonian Temple on its for- 
mer site, under his successor, Dariua, 
removed the cause of mourning for the 
fallen s. ietuary. It was when, about 
600 years later, or to be more correct, 
ir 70 E., the Romans under Titus de- 
stroyed the holy city and rased or 
burned the temple (this calamity hap- 
pening again on the ninth day of the 
month of Ab) that the Jews, scattered 
and dispersed over the face of the 
earth, turned wistful glances toward 
Zion, and observed the anniversary of 
that destruction as a day of fasting 
and lamenting. 

You are right again when you say 
that this anniversary is observed more 
particularly by the strictly orthodox 
Jews, but you are wrong in alleging 
for the reason of modern Judaism pay- 
ing but little attention to celebrations 
of this kind, its having other duties, 
and its motto to look forward and 
not backward. As a representative and 
teac r of moderr. Judaism, I wish to 
emphasize the fact that the modern 
Jew, eq with his orthodox brother 
never ignores his past, and that he 
looks backward in his effort to obtain 
the prope. direction for his forward 
look and movement. That though he 
recognizes bis duties toward his gen- 
eration, and seeks to perform them, 
he is not oblivious of his duty toward 
his past. om his vantage ground of 
twentieth century civilization, with the 
rational] interpretation of the words of 
tiie ancient Hebrew prophets he recog- 
nizes that calamity of two thousand 
years ago as a blessing in disguise; he 
recognizes the dispersion of the Jews 
as in the plan of the Almighty, and 
feels and knows that but for that se- 
vere trial he could not have worked in 
his world-redeeming mission as he did; 
and for this reason he does not fast 
nor mourn on the day.

On the Water Question. 

LOS ANGELES, July 27.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] As a citizen and 
property owner of this city, I am tak- 
ing a deep interest in all questions ap- 
pertaining to the welfare and prosper- 
ity of this commonwealth. Water of 
good quality and of sufficient quantity 
is an absolute necessity. We must 
therefore keep house with what we have 
and not go to the limit of our ability 
with the prospective doubling of our in- 
habitants and consumers within the 
next few years before us. 

As it seems out of the question to en- 
crease the supply to any great extent at 
present, it is absolutely necessary to 
curtail waste and as experience in many 
eastern cities shows this can only be 
accomplished by metering the con- 
summers. As a matter of economy and 
involving no hardship on the consum- 
ers, it should be done at the expense of 
the city. If 10,000 meters annually were 
put in the city would soon be supplied. 
and the consumption be reduced ‘o 
about half its present ratio. At the 
reasonable rate of 1 cent for 100 gallons, 
with a consumption of 20,000,000 gal- 
lons per day, the annual revenue would 
be $730,000, and not only pay for all run- 
ning expenses, interest on water bonds 
and meters, but leave a nice surplus 
for development of a more abundant 
water supply. 

If a minimum of $1 per month would 
be charged it would give the owner of 
a moderate-sized home over 300 gallons 
per day, at a cost of $1 per month, cer- 
tainly enough for all reasonable uses 
for family and lawn.

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LAYING A GHOST. — 


Masses—The Clicking of a 
Purse. 

George Banaz died nearly a month 
ago, but his ghost has been walking. 
For eleven consecutive nights he has

He proceeded to hand 
over the effects confided to his care by 
the deceased to a brother of Banaz, 
who was enga in straightening out 
the estate. watch and diamond 
ring were accounted for, and also the 
lesser articles of nominal value, but 
Bronzan had a lapse of memory when 
it came to the $6.25. a 

That night Bronzan suddenly awoke. 
There did not seem to be any reason 
for his awakening, but all the same 
his eyes opened and his senses were 
alert on the instant. All was darkness 
around the room, and the sleeper was 
about to turn over in disgust and try 
to doze off again when a pecullar 
sound struck his ear. It was as if a 
purse was being shut close to him.

Delicate Craft. 

An examination of the records of all 
the torpedo boats made under the di- 
rection of the Navy Department 
shows that only one of the entire num- 
ber in the navy has escaped breaking 
down at some period. These break- 
downs pertain mostly to the machin- 
ery, and though none have been of a 
decidedly serious nature, the Naval In- 
spection Board has been induced to 
recommend a heavier construction of 
machinery, even should the change in- 
volve a loss of speed. In other words, a 
twenty-five-knot boat to be . 
on under all conditions, is thought to 
be more desirable than one of thirty 
knots speed likely to break down at 
any time and unable to cope with or- 
dinary weather conditions. The Navy 
Department has also ordered that fre- 
quent inspections be made of the boll- 
ers of all of the torpedo boats, es- 
pecially after they have been under 
steam.—{New York Tribune.

Robert J. Burdette was born at 
Greensborough, Pa., July 30, 1844. In 
1846 his father moved to Cincinnati, 
where at the age of 17 young Robert 
graduated from the High School, 
third in his class. His collegiate and 
post-graduate course were talen from 
the “Book of Nature“ 
life, Which have gained him the de- 
gree of “Master of Hearts.” 

In 1862 he enlisted in the Forty-sev- 
enth Regiment, Illinois Volunteers, and 
served in the ranks throughout the 


inth, in the siege of Vicksburg, and 
in the Red River expedition. After 
the war he returned to Peoria and 
entered the railway postoffice service. 
His chalk drawings on the blackboard 
attracted the attention of a gentle- 
man who persuaded Robert to go to 
New York and study art. To procure 
a little pocket money while in New 
York he wrte illustrated letters to the 
Peoria Transcript, and so pleasing 
was his work that the editor per- 
suaded him to take a position on the 
paper. As his friend of the chalk 
drawings had died, Burdette accepted 
the offer, and remained in the news- 
paper. business in Peoria until 1874, 
when he removed to Iowa, and became 
one of the editors of the Burlington 
Hawkeye. He was the factor which 
built up the circulation of the paper, 
the wit and genius of his pen being 
widely copied throughout the United 
States. 

His début on the stage as a lecturer 
was made in the year 1876, and he 
has been a lecturer ever since. On the 
platform and in the press his humor 
has some characteristics that make 
him unique. His influences and tend- 
encies are always for the right. His 
sense of the facetious does not dim 
his appreciation of all that is good. 
His shafts of ridicule find no target 
in innocence, virtue or reverence. 

The great lines of religious activity 
always found him a willing helper, 
and the current of his thought led him 
into the pulpit with an eloquent tongue 
to carry a message to his people. As 
pastor of the Temple Baptist Church 
of this city, he preaches each Sabbath 
to a large congregation. 

His first wife was an invalid for 
many years. and died, leaving him a 
fine son. When, in 1899, he married 
Mrs. Clara Bradley Baker of Pasa- 
dena—a charming and brilliant woman 
—he came to California to live. It is 
his nature to work, and when the Tem- 
ple Baptist people needed him he re- 
sponded as few men of his circum- 
stances would have done.

HERE will be a, shake-up in the 
Salt Lake Railroad as a result of 
Senator Clark's visit which ended 


abruptly at 11:30 last night.

The Senator was unusually 
non-communicative, He was sched-

rene and uneventful on the surface, 
but it ended in a sensation. His last 
day in Los Angeles was surrounded 
with war clouds—great, thick, murky 
war clouds with deep-red linings. 

The Senator arrived at his office in 
the Chamber of Commerce building 
early in the morning and when the 
noon hour came spent but a very short 
time over his usually sumptuous meal. 
His lieutenants covered him through- 
out the day from the swarm of callers, 
and only those who had been  tele- 
phoned for were admitted to the office 
where he was quartered.. There was a 
feeling of unrest in the air when Chief 
Engineer Wood of the Southern Pa- 
cific came running into the hall in his 
shirt sleeves and when H. E. Worden 
was turned out of his office to allow 
a long consultation between J. Ross 
Clark, the Senator, Mr. Hood, General 
Manager Bancroft of the Union Pa- 
cific, and others there was “something 
doing.”

REDUCTIONS. 
LESs THAN LAST YEAR. 
. Although the assessed valuation of 
the city is about $17,000,000 more than 
met year. the reductions granted by 
the Board of Equalization aggregate 
$50,000 less than a year ago. 

City Clerk Lelande has just finished 
taking the totals of the reductions 
granted by the board. He finds that 
the: reductions on land amount to 867. 
„ Improvements were cut down $56,- 
160 and $7685 was taken from the as- 
sessed value of the personal property. 
The Assessor secured rises on improve- 
ments amounting to $460, and on r- 
sonal property $1125 was added. The 
reductions secured by the property 
owners all told amounted to $131,540. 
Deducting from this amount the $1585 
which the Assessor added to the roll 
leaves $129,955, as the amount the val- 
vation of the roll was actually re- 
duced. Last year, notwithstanding the 
Valuation was much lower the assessed 
Valuation of the tax roll was cut down 
$181,435.

BRIDGE. 
PLANS ADOPTED. 


The plans for the reconstruction of 
the Sunset boulevard bridge, as drawn 
by the City Engineer, were yesterday 
adopted by the Board of Public Works. 

The bridge will be built across Lake 
Shore avenue and is necessitated by 
the difference in grade between Sunset 
boulevard and Lake Shore avenue. 

The tracks of the Glendale electric 
line run on Lake Shore avenue and 
those of the Los Angeles-Pacific oc- 
cupy a portion of the roadbed of Sun- 
set boulevard. The present bridge is 
so low that the tracks of the Glendale 
line had to be laid below grade in or- 
der to allow the cars of the system to 
pass under the bridge.

What Jap Soidiers Eat. 

There has been a great deal pub- 
lished about the Japanese soldier of 
late, but is safe to say that a visitor 
to the office 4 Commissary-Genera! 
Weston in Washington the other day 
will remember an object lesson he had 
longer than anything he has ever read 
on subjects connected with Japan and 
the Japanese. While chatting with 
Gen. Weston the visitor casually 
picked up a paper weight from a pile 
of documents, and then looked sur- 
prised and inspected the object more 
Closely.

HASED HIM FOR 
FOURTEEN YEARS. 


REMARKABLE EXPERIENCE OF A 
TEXAS RANCHER. 


Accused of Murdering His Partner 
He Narrowly Escaped Lynching 
and After Spending Years and a 
Fortune, Finajly Found the Man 
Alive and so Cleared His Name. 


[St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] James 
A. Brock of El Paso, a hardy fron- 
tlersman of the early days, but whose 
Whitened hair and halting gait now 
proclaim that he has long since passed 
his prime, bears the remarkable dis- 
tinction of having searched unremit- 
tingly fourteen years for a man he 
was accused of murdering. His quest 
proved successful, but the pursuit cost 
him a fortune and the best years of 
his life, to clear his name of the stiema 
and to prove to the Southwest that 


the man he was supposed to have | 


killed was still in the flesh. 

In 1877 Brock owned an extensive 
ranch near Fort Griffin, Shackleford 
county, Tex., and was the first man to 
introduce shorthorn cattle into the re- 
gion west of the Mississippi River. 
He crossed the breed with the long- 
horned native herds, increasing their 
weight and quality. One year pre- 
vious to this Brock had entered into 
@ partnership with his cousin, 
Woosiey of London, Ohio, their assets 
amounting to about $20,000. 

In those days the surrounding coun- 
try was sparsely settled, and Indians 
were numerous and almost continu- 
ously on the war path. Cattlemen 
coined money and post traders became 
magnates. Brock aspired to, become 
the trader at Fort Griffin, but when 
the appointment was tendered him he 
incurred the emnity of a score of other 
applicants in the surrounding country; 
and several of these soon found op- 
portunity to obtain their revenge by 
making the locality aimost too hot to 
hold him. 

Five months after Brock came to 


Texas Woolsey disappeared from the 


ranch, and for more than fourteen 
years grand jurors, neighbors and as- 
sociates claimed that he was dead, 
and that Brock was his murderer. 
Then began a reign of terror for 
Brock. Judge Lynch in those times 
wore the judicial ermine, and in a 
single week in that county he passed 


sentence upon eleven men, who were 


afterwards executed by the vigilantes. 

Brock's life was in deadly peril, and 
while a prisoner he was constantly 
guarded by Texas rangers, who were 
sent out to see that the law was en- 
forced. The ranch and cattle, at thut 
time worth $20,000, soon doubled in 
value. and at the end of ten years sold 
for %340,000, but Brock’s half interest 
had long since been frittered away, 
paying lawyer's fees, collecting ev!- 


dence to clear himself and advertising 


for Woolsey, for whom—dead or alive 


—the accused man had offered a 
princely reward, 


MARKED FOR. VENGEANCE. 

Woolsey disappeared from home 
while riding the range. His absence 
Was not reported until a month later, 
and public indignation was soon at a 
tense pitch. Brock was a marked man, 
and no one realized it better than 
Brock himseM-—-marked for the ven- 
geance of the mob. 


“Circumstantial e\!dence,” said the 


old cattiemen, “circumstantial ei- 
dence; I have never hanged a man on 


that. It would have hanged me once if 


they had been able to have Wund 
Woolsey’s body and proved that he 
was dead; and the vigilantes would 
have hanged me anyway, if it hadn't 
been for the Texas Rangers. 
“Woolsey’s disappearence was all a 
conspiracy to get me out of the way 
and get my cattle” said he. “He had 
relatives in the neighborhood, and 1 
saw through their designs. I never 
was convicted because the evidence 
was insufficient, but I was indicted for 
kifliing cattle and for perjury in con- 
nection with a land grant,.but When 
the cases finalliv came to trial I was 
acquitted. Heavy rewards had been 
offered fc. the murderer, and it was 
generally believed that I was the as- 
sassin. Bones of dead Indians were 
dup u~ on the prairie, and efforts thus 
made to identity them as the remains 


of the missing man. My negro servant 


was strung up three times and told to 
confess and implicate me or be hanged. 
He swore to my innocence and the 
mob finally released him. 

“In those days I lived with a halter 
around my neck, but my belief was 


str that Woolse~ was still alive and 


that | was the victim of as diabolical 


a conspiracy as was ever hatched by 


a band of ruthless men.“ 

Having secured his liberty, Brock 
went farther west into the Panhandle 
country, where he contracted with the 
government to operate several mail 
routes thaough the wilderness. In this 
way he earned some ney, all of 
which was expended in the quest for 
Woolsey in order that he might return 
in safety to his former home and that 
he might be vindicated in the eyes of 
his neighbors.

ON THE WRONG SCENT. 
Once when in the Panhandle, Pat 
Garrett, famous as the slayer of the 
notorious bandit, “Blly the Kid.“ and 
now customs collector at | Paso, tele- 
graphed Brock that his man had been 
captured along with a band of outlaws 
rounded up at Boswell, N. M. Brock 
rode all night, reaching the scene only 
to find that the captured man was not 
the one for whom he was seeking. 

Again at Pueblo, Colo., he received 
word that Wooslev had been seen at 
Durango.

WOODWARD’S PAVILION, San 
Francisco, July 29.—-[ Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] In the nineteenth round to- 
night, “Battling’? Nelson won, Han- 
lon’s seconds throwing up the sponge 
after the captain of police had indi- 
cated that the fight must stop. 

It was a give-and-take battle from 
the start, and both men were punished, 
In the early part of the fight Hanlon 
had all the better of it. He landed 
body blows that would have weakened 
any ordinary man, and Nelson was in 
trouble in the fourteenth. After this 
he recuperated rapidly and seemed to 
gain strength as the fight went on. He 
landed heavily on the face and body 
of the California boy, and in the 
eighteenth Hanlon was weak and al- 
most out. The police stopped the fight 
early in the nineteenth round, and the 
referee gave the Chicago boy the ver- 
dict. The short-enders made a big 
clean-up, as the betting was 10 to 7 
on Hanlon. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 29.—In one 
of the fiercest battles ever witnessed 
in this city, Battling Nelson of Chi- 
cago tonight defeated Eddie Hanlon of 
San Francisco, the end coming in the 
nineteenth round. From the time of 
the ringing of the signal for the com- 
mencement of the fight, the youngsters 
began mixing matters in the liveliest 
manner. Hanlon fought in his usual 
fashion, but the Chicago lad early 
penetrated the guard of the Califor- 
nian, who bore several facial marks 
before the tenth round, testifying to 
the accuracy and force of his oppo- 
nent's blows. 

It was almost an even — 
the fifteenth, with the boys fighting 
flercely. After the fifteenth, the tide 
of battle began to go toward, Nelson, 
who, throughout, although very heavilv 
punished about the face and body, lad 
manifested his usual -powers of en- 
— and assimilation of punish- 
ment. 

The sound the gong tn the eighteenth 
round saved Hanlon from defeat at 
that period, but in the next round he 
came up so badly dazed that Nelson 
had him at his mercy, and was bat- 
tering him around the ring until the 
local lad became so helpless that the 
spectators made a protest against the 
continuance of the now one-sided 
fight. Simultaneously with a signal 
from the police captain to the referee 
to stop the contest, a towel was 
thrown into the ring from Hanlon’s 
corner, and Referee Billy Roche pro- 
nounced Nelson the victor. 

Throughout the affray, the blows g 
Hanlon did not have any app ent 
effect whatever upon Nelson, who 
came up gamely and stubbor ny 0 
the firing line, and always carr.ed the 
battle to the other man's ‘erritory. 
At the conclusion he did n+ display 
a bruise, while Hanlon's fac> was 
bleeding and cut. 


When, they came together in the 
eighteenth round, both missed ieft 
swings, and Hanlon jabhed twice 


lightly with right to the face. They 
got together, but failed to inflict Larm. 
When separating, Hanlon swung a 
fearful right to the face. Shortly 
afterward, Nelson drove a vicious righ: 
to the stomach, but Hanlon retaliated 
with two lefts to the wind and a right 
to the head. Hanlon missed a left 
for the body. and received a right 
uppercut on the jaw. Nelson drove 
Hanlon to the ropes, planting right 
and left on the face and iaw. Nelson 
then pushed Hanlon to the floor for 
nine seconds. Hanlon came up very 
weak, and Nelson rained tiows upon 
‘his face. The gong just came in time 
to save the Californian. 

In the nineteenth, Nelson went after 
Hanion, forcing him to cover up. 
Hanlon looked very groggy, and Nel- 
son tried desperately to finish his man. 
Finally he sent Hanlon against the 
ropes, practically helniess. The police 
motioned to Referee Roche to stop the 
contest. but Hanlon's seconds, seeing 
the predicament of their man, tessed 
up the sponge as a token of defeat.

The Cost of Disease. 

By careful calculation the cost of ma- 
larial fever in Texas alone is estimated 
by Dr. Woldert to be at least $5,000,000 
a year, and probably nearer $10,000,000. 
One person in twelve, in some places, is 
down with the disease. What a good 
business plan it would be to save three- 
fourths or nine-tenths of this wasted 
money by preventing the disease. No 
physician doubts the possibility; the 
methods of prevention are well known 
and are easily carried out. The public, 
however—at least its lawmakers—can- 
not be brought‘o realize the wisdom of 
such economy. Mone can be found for 
Junketing tours,” public buildings of a 
political character, and a hundred less 
necessary measures, but nothing, or 
next to nothing, for stopping the great- 
est loss to the community—that from 
disease. For every dollar spent to pay 
public health officers and the expense 
of preventive medicine, there can be 
$100 saved. 

It is this financial aspect, unfortun- 
ately, that must be emphasized, and 
which, long enough and loudly enough 
reiterated, may at last bring about 
some attention and practical lawmak- 
ing on the part of our legislative 

ies. Some philanthropist should 
give a $1000 prize for the best essay on 
the subject, “The Expense of Disease 

the State,” designed to show the 
common people how much could be 
saved by boards of health if made ac- 
tive and powerful bv public money and 
support. Such a pamphiet sent and re- 
peatedly sent to every voter should in 
time establish competent public health 
officers, and then lessen the mortality 
rate by half, and the morbidity figures 
by three-fourths. For every death 
there are two years of sickness, and 
even with our present knowledge at 
least half of this waste of money and 
is unnecessary—[American Medi- 
cine.

But as its contor- 
tions serve to elate Editor Earl, amuse 
the public and are harmless, no one is 
disposed to break in upon its play 
and spank it and send it to bed sup- 
periess, in the good old-fashioned way. 

Merely because a child refuses to 
believe, until he is burned, that it is 
dangerous to play with fire, does not 
remove the obligation to warn him of 
the fact. Wherefore, little one on 
Fifth street, enjoy yourself, but keep 
away from things of which you know 
nothing. For instance, don’t monkey 
with the Imperial buzz-saw until you 
understand the nature of it. 

But let us state the case seriously. 
The Express, desperate to find 
sues,” has presumed to enlighten the 
public regarding the situation at Im- 
perial and the troubles between the 
California Development Company and 
the settlers, bringing into the discus- 
sion persons and interests that are not 
in any.sense “issues” in the contro- 
versy. It has resorted to misrepre- 
sentation of the grossest kind; it has 
attempted to handle a subject with 
which it is not familiar; it assumes to 
give information about things of 
which it knows nothing; and it at- 
tempts to bring Senatorial politics 
into the question wholly without war- 
rant, without excuse, without justifi- 
cation and without a semblance of 
truth in its statements or deductions. 
In trying to discuss matters upon 
which it is not correctly informed, it 
has not done justice to either Presi- 
dent Heber and his side of the con- 
troversy nor to the settlers at Imperial 
and their side. It has blundered from 
start to finish. It cannot even print 
names correctly: And as to figures 
and quantities, it is much more ig- 
norant than a Cocopah Indian. | 

But its attacks are in reality 
founded entirely on malice. Between 
every line can be seen the malicious 
spirit that dictated the attacks of the 
Express. It is maliciously trying to 
strike individuals through the Califor-. 
nia Development Company, and other 
American companies operating in 
Lower California beyond the interna- 
tional boundary line; and it is also 
stooping to childish and low politics 
in attempting to drag Senator Bard 
into a dispute with which he is in no 
way connected, and simply because 
some of the Senator's friends are the 
persons whom the Express is trying 
to hit. 

The Express offers a veiled insult 
to the intelligence of its readers in as- 
suming that they will fail to see 
through the very transparent cover- 
ing with which it tries to hide its 
malice. The Express has done some 
monumentally absurd things in its 
time, and it only adds to its choice 
collection of blunders in dragging 
straw men out of this Lower Califor- 
nia controversy and then pelting them 


with pebbles every day. 


The reputable Los Angeles citizens 
whom the Express is assailing in false- 
hood and with malice, and who are 
owners of lands in Lower California 
(Mexico) near the international bound- 
ary line, have nothing to conceal, to 
excuse or to defend in respect to their 
holdings in that country or in respect 
to their attitude toward their own 
government and people. They con- 
trol desert lands in that country, it 
is true—lands without artificial irri- 
gation, cultivation or white popula- 
tlon— but they are not endeavoring to 
sell those lands to the government of 
the United States. which cannot acquire 
territory from a foreign country with- 
out its consent; and it is notorious 
that the government and people of 
Mexico entertain the most strenuous 
opposition to any partition of the na- 
tional domain. Nor are these Ameri- 
cans asking anything else of the gov- 
ernment of the United States. They 
are not asking for the construction of 
irrigation works for the benefit of their 
Mexican lands, but are resting secure 
upon the international rights which 
accord to these Mexican lands a just 
proportion of the waters of the Colo- 
rado River as they flow through the 


| desert on their way to the Gulf of 


Caiuornia. Like patient men and 
philosophers they are biding their 
time, knowing that their lands cannot 
be deprived of their just share of the 
river’s flow, secured to them through 
the operation of international law. 

Nor are these Americans who are 
being thus traduced co-owners in the 
Imperial enterprise, or settlers upon 
the Imperial land, or participants in 
the Imperial revenues. _They are in 
no way retarding the progress of that 
enterprise or undertaking to obstruct 
any negotiations between the Cali- 
fornia Development Company and the 
Imperial farmers, or between the lat- 
ter and the government of the United 
States. On the contrary, they are 
watching this unique Imperial enter- 
prise with intelligent interest, and 
they wish it well. They are content 
to await the immense material devel- 
opment which they believe the future 
has in store for all that remarkable 
region, on beth sides of the interna- 
tional boundary line, acting upon the 
motto “All things come to him who 
waits. 

The editor of The Times takes this 
occasion to clearly state his attitude in 
this matter and also the attitude of 
his associates of the California- 
Mexico Land and Cattle Company and 
of the Colorado River Land Company, 
for whom he speaks and all of whom 
are standing fast on their legal rights,

ZOOLOGY, DESCRIPTIVE AND PRACTICAL, 
By Buel Colton. B. C. Heath 4 Co. ! 
Among the text-books relating to the 

study of science, no more desirable 

work has appeared this season than. 

Prof. Colton'’s “ZoGlogy.” It is clear, 


worded as to be wholly intelligible to 
the average pupil. It aims td pre- 
sent the larger groups of anima)s, in- 
troducing each by a careful study of 


itat; ite manner of securing food; its 
method of protecting itself from its 
enemies; its means of locomotion; its 
structure; its essential organs; its. 
sense development, and its place in 
the system of nature. This analytic 
study is followed by a list of the rep- 
resentative members of the class to 
which the type belongs, and by a 
summary of the group characteristics. 

The arrangement of the work is ex- 
cellent. Instead of beginning with 
the lower forms of lite, which are 
totally unfamiliar to the pupil, and 
which, from their lack of the organs 
he has learned to consider essential 
to animal existence, are to him ex- 
ceedingly dificult, Prof. Colton's 
method is to present first the larger 
forms with which the pupil is already 
acquainted. These forms of 
life. such as the anthropoda and mol- 
lusea, of which the grasshopper and 
the crab are representative types, pre- 
sent a twofold advantage as the bases 
of study; they are already known to 
the pupil, and they do not require the 
use of the m pe. The latter is 
always trying to a beginner, but many 
of its difficulties will be obWiated by 
careful attention to the directions for 
its use given in the introduction to 
practical zgoflogy. 

Part II. the laboratory work cannot 
be too highly commended. The stu- 
dent is told just what to look for and 
just how to look for it, both with and 
without the microscope. Directions 
for capturing, preserving and mount- 
ing specimens will relieve the teacher 
of much unnecessary drudgery, and 
the hints ag to the method to de em- 
ployed in field study are unusually 
helpful and suggestive. Instruction in 
dissecting, Arawing and labeling forms, 
another Important feature of the work 
in zo#logy. and this is also provided 
by Prof. Colton, whose book has been 
thoroughly revised by experienced 
teachers, and is in all respect a com- 
plete and satisfactory introduction to 
zoblogy. 5.

Nevertheless; the 
words as they stand in the authorised 
version have not found willing correc- 
tion in the revised version. It is with 
the old version that the religion of 
the majority of the people is bound up. 
The antagonism that greeted the re- 
vised version—an antagonism that in 
strict logic was  unwarranted—has

‘Ohio arrived in port this morning. She

CROMWELL’S 


— — 


Romantic Story of its Preservation 
During Two and a Half 
Centuries. 


{London Daily Mail:! Cromwell's 
body, after suffering various indigni- 
buried at the foot of the gallows at 
ing above ground for two and a half 
centuries, now threatens to ” 
the center of a discussion on the de- 
sirability or otherwise of a belated in- 
terment. 

Writing to the editor of Truth “a 
colonial and an imperialist” says: “I 
suggest that it is time to reverently 
bury this portion of the remains of a 
very great Englishman, and I feel 
certain that this opinion will be shared 
by our fellow-countrymen and women, 
as also by Americans.“ The 
mentions that the head is in the cus- 
tody of 8. F. Wilkinson of Seal, near 
Sevenoaks, and Truth, commenting on 
this, says that if it could be decided 
that the head in possession of Mr. 
Wilkinson belonged to the Protector 
the suggestion in the letter would be 
supported by the whole English- 
speaking world. 

The evidence of the head's identity 
courteously offered yesterday by Mr. 
Wilkinson to a representative of the 


Daily Mail was complete and con- 
vincing. 
“In 1661," he said, “the body of 


Cromwell was exhumed from its rest- 
ing place in Henry VII's chapel in 
Westminster Abbey and the head, to- 
gether with those of Ireton and Brad- 
shaw, struck off and impaled on pikes, 
placed on the roof of Westminster 
Hall. 

“Twenty-five years later a sentinel 
on the ramparts saw the head fall 
down during a storm. He hid it under 
his cloak and, taking it home, con- 
cealed it in his chimney. Owing to the 


dispose of it, but told his wife and 
daughter about it on his deathbed. 
“They sold it to a branch of the 
Cambridgeshire Russells, who were 
connected with Cromwell's family, four 
Russelis having married four Crom- 
wells. The last of the Russells to own 
the head was Samuel, who is described 
as being ‘a very poor comedian.’ 
“Samuel exhibited it to all comers in 
Clare Market at 2s 6d a head. He ran 
into debt, however, to James Cox, a 
rival showman, to whom he sold it for 
£118. Cox then disposed of it to three 
men, all of whom died suddenly, and 
the friend of the last survivor sold it 
to my grandfather nearly a century 


Then Mr. Wilkinson produced docu- 
ments, the most curious being the 
actual deed between Samuel Russell 
and James Cox, in which the former 
relinquished all claim on the head, 
promising, in quaint legal phraseology, 
not to interfere with Cox in the en- 
joyment of the same. 

“I only got this five or six years ago,” 
sald the guardian of the relic. “It was 
sent to me by a lady, who said that; as 
2 the head, I ought to have the 

Then, with due solemnity, the grim 
head of the Lord Protector was itself 
produced. Within an outer case of 
polished elm lay the original oaken 
casket, black with age, into which: it 
was first placed by the Russells. . 

Unlocking this inner box, Mr. Wilkin- 
son revealed a mass of red and black 
silk, from which he took the grim head 
of “the curse of Ireland.” 

The brown-skinned head is Still 
pierced by the spike which bore it on 


Westminster Hall. The point, attenu- 
ated by rust and exposure, emerges 
from the top af the skull slightly to 
the right of ihe center.

The hair, which owes its present light 
yellow color to the embalming fluid, 
was cropped short by the roistering 
companions of Samuel Russell for son- 
venirs of the dead. The embalming 
was 80 excellent that the eyelids, 
tongue and nose are still perfect. The 
nose is flattened to the right side of the 
face, presumably by the clumsy heads- 
man, Who did not use a proper block. 
Two teeth still remain in the jaws, and 
—convincing evidence of the skull’s 
authenticity—the famous wart on the 
right eyebrow can still be traced. 

Otherwise the flesh is shrunken and 
the skull looks small on that account. 
Both the flesh and the wood of the 
pikestaff are pierced by little worm 
holes through the twenty-five years’ 
exposure on Westminster Hall. 

The casket is softly quiltéd inside. 
Mr. Wilkinson is a reverent custodian 
of the head of the great Englishman. 
He places no obstacles in the way of 
historians and others who wish to in- 
spect the skull, but Carlyle, when writ- 
ing a history of Cromwell, went 
rather too far. The “Sage of Chelsea” 
heard of the skull, but declined to go 
and see it, saying: “Let Mr. Wilkin- 
son bring it to me.” Needless to say, 
Carlyle and the skull of Cromwell 
never met. 

Mr. Wilkinson has a death mask of 
Cromwell, which has been measured by 
experts and compared with the skull, 
and the measurements coincide com- 
pletely. He has a mass of documents 
and other evidence which go far to 
prove that the head is really that of 
Cromwell, and, indeed, the links in the 
chain of 250 years are wonderfully 
complete. 

A last piece of indirect testimony is 
most interesting. 

Just before Queen Victoria came to 
the throne (the head then being in the 
hands of Dr. Wilkinson, the present 
owner's grandfather,) a gentleman 
brought his son for medical advice. The 


doctor’s assistant remarked on the 
similarity between the sha of the 
boy’s head and that of Cromwell's. 


The boy's father replied: “No wonder. 
He is a descendant of Cromwell.” 

This story was recalled by “Senex” 
in a letter to the Times in December. 
1874. Four days later a letter appeared 
from Mr. Oliver John Williams, who 
said that he was the boy who forty 
years earlier had been taken to Dr. 
Wilkinson. “My head was examined,” 
runs the letter, “by Dr. Wilkinson, and 
compared with the skull of Oliver 
Cromwell. My father always said that 
Dr. Wilkinson had received the skull 
from a maiden lady who did not care 
to have it in the house.” 

The maiden lady was the niece of the 
last of the three men who purchased it 
from James Cox, the showrhan. 

Asked if he thought a funeral desir- 
able for the head. Mr. Wilkinson smilea 
and said: “Why should I bury it? 
Besides, my family would not lke it.”

The condition of things that we 
found in our last lesson still obtains. 
Sometime during the reign of Ahab 
there appeared one of the most strik- 
ing and mighty of the prohpets and 
for sixteen or eighteen years he was 
a terror to King and courtier and ev- 
ery evildoer. Our lesson tells about 


him. 
THE LESSON. 
“His Prophecy of Drought. (Verse 1.) 
“And Elijah the Tishbite. who was 
of the sojourners of Gilead, said unto 


Ahab, As the Lord, the God of Israel,’ 


liveth, before whom I stand, there 
shall not be dew nor rain these years 
but according to my word.” 

(1.) Elijah rose on the nation when 
Ahab had been on the throne about 
ten Wars and found the degenerate 
King at the time of his greatest ac- 
tivity in evil. His rich new capital of 
Samaria; his alliance with Tyre, the 
England of that day in its commer- 
cial activity and accumulated wealth;“ 
his domineering, diabolical, debased 
wife Jezebel; his well-established 
idolatry—all these were in full bloom 
when Elijah came forth to speak God's 
word of warning and instruction. 

(2.) Elijah was the precise moral op- 
posite of the infamous Jezebel and his 
spirit the opposite of the nation’s spirit. 
ae was needed. He appears to Ahab 
unannounced as he appears in the 
story. Nothing is known of him save 
that he came from over on the east 
side of Jordan, from among the set- 
tlement men of Gilead,” where Jeph- 
tha used to live; that he was an 


esthetic, dressed in wild, scant cloth- 


ing and living on a coarse, simple 
diet; that he was a child of the desert, 
‘where he was trained for his great 
work of arresting the downward 
plunge of the nation into ruin. Gaunt, 
tall, stern, bold, his streaming black 
locks and eagle eye and terrible words 
would arrest the attention of anyone 
and bring terror to those whose sins 
he denounced. He had made his way 
to Ahab and startled him with the 
prophecy that there would be an un- 
relieved drought for years. Ahab must 
have known the meaning of it, for he 
recognized him as a prophet from his 
characteristic garb, and he knew it 
Was on account of his own sins. That 
was the meaning of a drought pun- 
ishment for sins and symbol of the 
barrenness of the nation. Ahab knew 
it not only meant punishment, but 
mercy as well, for Elijah told him it 
would cease only “according to my 
word,” which implied that he put Ahab 
on his good behavior. Elijah’s word 
had power because it was God's word: 
and his prayer brought on the rain at 
last as James says (v 17-18,) because 
he was taught “how to pray.” 

Dew was almost as important as 
rain, for in the dry seasons the moist 
clouds from the sea drenched vegeta- 
tion every night with dews that were 
almost as copious as rains. The 
drought was a terrible visitation. As 
God's representative he brought to the 
wicked King’s mind the fact that Je- 
hovah was still Lord of the nation 
and that He would crush the obscene 
Baal and Astarte. 

Preservation in a Cave.“ (Verses 2-7.) 

“And the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, Get thee hence, and 
turn thee eastward, and hide thyself 
by the brook Cherith, that is before 
Jordan. And it shall be, that thou 
shalt drink of the brook; and I have 
commanded the ravens to feed thee 
there. So he went and did according 
unto the word of the Lord; for he 
went and dwelt by the brook Cherith, 
that is before Jordan. And the ravens 
brought him bread and flesh in the 
morning, and bread and flesh in the 
evening; and he drank of the brook. 
And it came to pass after awhile that 
the brook dried up, because there was 
no rain in the land.” 

(1.) His sudden disappearance. It was 
as sudden as his appearance and that 
was characteristic. He leaves while 
Ahab and his court are still dased by 
his terrific words and looks and before 
they can do violence to him or vex 
him with entreaties to end the drought. 
Give his words time to reach the eurs 
of bloody Jezebel and a miracle will be 
necessary to save his life. 


(2.) His Hiding Place. The ce 
where the Lord preserved his 
servant was well suited for that 


purpose—by the side of a brook that 
flows through a deep gorge to the Jor- 
dan. Torrents cut through the lands, 
and in the caves and the thickets by 
their sides are places for complete 
concealment, and where supplies of 
water would last the longest. It was a 
place of safety, for when the drought 
did come on, Aham sought for Elijah 
(xvill 10) everywhere with bloody in- 
tent, but never found him. It was a 
congenial place, for the wilderness and 
almost terror of his surroundings har- 
monized with his stern and fearless 
spirit. A spirit like his would rejoice 
in the unapproachable solitude, com- 
muning with God alike when the sun 
flamed in the zenith and when the 
midnight hung over him with all its 


stars.“ 

(3.) His Food. Water, bread 
and flesh were sufficient food. 
The water he got for himself 
from brook as long as it 


lasted; the food was brought by the 
ravens, “which still abound in these 
places, probably the most highly devel- 
oped of all birds, quick-sighted, saga- 
cious.” Voracious, they brought abun- 
dance each day to their young and 
were directed by Elijah's God to lay 
a portion of it where the loneiy 
prophet could get it. The word trans- 
lated “ravens” may be also translated 
“Arabians,” but the most rational 
translation of it is by the old word 
“ravens.” In the solitude his faith in 
God and his grasp of God's thought 
grew strong. 100 


“Preserved in Zidon. (Verses 8-16.) 

“And the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, Arise, get thee to 
Zarephath, which belongeth to Zidon, 
and dwell there; behold, I have com- 
manded a widow weman there to sus- 
tain thee. So he arose and went to 
Zarephath; and when he came to the 
gate. of the city, behold, a widow 
woman was there gathering sticks; 
and he called to her, and said Fetch 
me, I pray thee, a little water in a 
vessel, that I may drink. And as she 
was going to fetch it, he called to her, 
and said, Bring me, pray thee, a 
morsel of bread in thine hand. And 
she said, As the Lord thy God liveth, 
I have not a cake, but an handful of 
meal in the barrel, and a little oil in 
the cruse; and, behold, I am gather- 
ing two sticks, that I may go in and 
dress it for me and my son, that we 
may eat it, and die. And Elijah said 
unto her, Fear_not; go and do as thou 
hast said: but make me thereof a lit- 
tle cake first, and bring it forth unto 
me, and afterward make for thee ard 
for thy son. For thus saith the Lord, 
the God of Israel. The barrel of mea! 
shall not waste, neither shall the 
eruse of oj) fail, until the day that 
the Lord sendeth rain upon the earth. 
And she went and did accorling to 
the saying of Elijah; and she, and he, 
and her house, did eat many days. 
The barrel of meal wasted not, neither 
did the cruse of oil fail, according to 


I King. 1-16: Taking Care of 


the word of the Lord, which he spake 
by Elijah.” 

(1.) His removal. God sends him to 
another place, for three reasons, 1 
far as we can see. The natural re- 
sources would be better; he could be 
doing something to help others; he 
would be learning the great lesson that 
God loved heathen people and not Is- 
raelites alone. As to natural resources, 
the brook has gone dry, and though 
God can make the water gush from 
the rock, as He had done before, still 


He never works an unnecessary mira- 


cle. The mountains of Lebanon would 
keep the streams of. Phenicia flowing 
longer. As to doing good, God has 
others to comfort, and Elijah’s time 
and talent must not be wasted. And 
as to that woman, she was a Zidonian 
idolatress, and he would learn that 
God loves even idolators. 

(2.) His striking obedience. 

His journey was perilous, for it lei 
through Ahabl territory. The piace 
was perilous. for it was in Jezeooi's 
ancestral home, in the midst of idola- 
try. God tried his faith in this way 
and further. He was to be dependent 
on a widow as poor as himself, and 2 
heathen at that. But God had train*d 
his faith, by His previous care of him 
and by His minute description of the 
place and the person, and by assur- 
ance that He had already provided 
for his comfort there. He had no 
trouble in finding his way, and rec- 
ognized her when he saw her at the 
gate. . 

(3.) His success. 

It was due to his unflinching obe - 
ence. He was the means of sus‘aining 
the widow's life. He was the means 
of transforming her from an Iido!ator 
to a worshiper of God. He was the 
first missionary from among the Jews 
to the heathen, and our Savior refers 
to that fact. In his denunciation of 
sin he was the prototype of Christ“ 
great forerunner, John; in his mission 
to the outsiders he is the prototype 
of the great “Apostle to the Gentiles,” 
Paul. He won her confidence. She 
showed confidence and was obedient, 
and thus she was blessed. 

WHAT THE MASTERS SAY. 


He (Elijah) had the greatness of soul 
to stand up singly, face to face against 
the whole power of the kingdom, on 
behalf of Jehovah. Appearing and 
disappearing like an apparition, his life 
depending on his rapid flight after de- 
liverine hl message, no dangers 
him back from any point where duty 
demanded his presence. He shows 
how one man, strong in the support of 
God and the right, can, by fearless 
courage and absorbing zeal, change the 
whole course of history in his time; re- 
sist and overthrow the most crushing 
tyranny over conscience and bring in 
a new victorious epoch. The most 
striking result of the appearance of 
Elijah was the impulse he gave to 
prophetic activity. The communities 
of sons, or disciples, of the prophets, of 
which there is no mention since the 
earlier years of David, appear again 
in the fullest vigor. cherishing the an- 
cient faith in the calm and seclusion 
of their settlementa. Among these 
there were not wanting such as Mi- 
calah to stand up boldly for the truth. 
The honored servant of Elijah, espe- 
cially, takes a grand pice as the 
champion of Jehovah, and, after him, 
generations of his order showed, in 
their zeal and incorruptible loyalty to 
God, how deeply the example of the 
Tishbite had stirred them.—[{Geike. 

What mysteries lie in words. Some- 
times we cannot find the right ones to 
save our lives. And the words of Je- 
hovah “come” to us—as to Elijah, 
sometimes in the silent night, and 
sometimes in the broad daylight; some- 
times in the still small voice, and some- 
times in reverberating thunder. Can 
you distinguish the words of Jehovah? 
They are as recognizable to a trained 
ear as the voices of our friends over 
the telephone. When you hear them 
do you listen? Do you obey? That is 
the only way to learn how to hear the 
next time.—[Goss.

Renorted Famous Speeches. 

David Wolf Brown, for more than 
forty years a stenographic reporter in 
the House of Representatives, died at 
his apartment in the Ontario last night 
at 10 o'clock. Mr. Brown was a Penn- 
sylvanian by birth, having been born 
in Philadelphia on March 9, 1835. He 
learned the rudiments of the profession 
in which, when he died, he had no su- 
perior, in the Philadelphia High School. 

During his service in the House he 
had reported some of the most fa- 
mous speeches and debates in America. 
The human tongue could not speed 
more rapidly than his nimble fingers 
could record the utterances. This was 


as true of this chief of the reporters 


during the last session of Congress he 
reported as the first. It was he who 
recorded the fiercest part of the raging 
debate in the last session between 
Representatives Cockran and Dalzell, 
and when he presented his report to 
the New York orator for revision not 
a word was changed. 

His acquaintance with the prominent 
men of the country was wide. Speaker 
Henderson was particulthly friendly 
and desired to have the title of chief 
reporter and an increased salary given 
Mr. Brown. 

Mr. Brown's relation to the speakers 
was peculiar. Mixed metaphors, gram- 
matical errors and minor mistakes had 
to be straightened out before the re- 
ports were printed in the Congression - 
al Record the following day. Mr. 
Brown was admirably suited for this 
work, having a thorough command of 
English. Principal Allan Davis of the 
Business High School, in which one of 
Mr. Brown's books is used, has 1d 
the book is a model of Eng'ish, and 
the introduction compares with the 


works of Burke.—-I[ Washington Star,

‘WORK OF THE WEST IN THE 
FAR EAST. 


Terse Comments on the Uniform Prayer- 
meeting Topie of the Christian Fn- 
deavor Societies, the Baptist Young 
People’s Unions, (te., for July 41: 
“An Evening With Burmann 
Slam. —I[IIsa. A, 1-10.

The missionary was the first Amen 
can to take up his residence in Siam. 
In 1831 pioneer work was begun in 
this country under the auspices of the 
Presbyterian Board of Foreign Mfs- 
sions. At the present time a greater 
proportion of the resident Americans 
are, or have been, connected with Pres- 
byterian mission work. There are no 
other Protestant, missionaries there, 
with the exception of one agent of the 
American Bible Society. 

The population of Siam is 5,000,000. 
The Laos, who are a class of people 
scattered throughout the country, num- 
ber one and a ‘ia’f million. 


The Siamese are the naturally calm, 
indolent people of the tropics, with 
wants few and easily supplied. The 
King of Siam is one of the most en- 
lightened of Asiatic rulers. His travels 
in Europe and India, together with his 
knowledge of the English language, 
have resulted not only in his own en- 
lightenment, but in a desire to be 
stow the same upon his subjects. But 
the progressiveness of the King is se- 
riously handicapped by the non-sup- 
port of the people, who a whole are 
far behind their ruler. 


The converts in Burmah are mostly 
among the Karks, a hill people whose 
progress in civilization, a consequence 
of their evangelization, is one of the 
marvels of recent Burmese history. 


“The American missionary,” says 
Rev. Dr. E. P. Dunlap, himself the 
oldest American missionary in the 


country, “is above the par in Siam; to 
say, I am an American missionary,’ 
is a good passport to any part of the 
country.” 


The entrance of Christianizing in- 
fluences and consequent western civ- 
ilization and learning in Siam have 
abolished the custom of prostrations 
at court, introduced European dress, 
and established free public schools 
and a system of paper currency. Rail- 
roads and the telephone connect dis- 
tant sections of the kingdom. Jails 
and prisons are clean and well 
guarded, while life and property are 
as secure as in our own land. The 
significance of these reforms lies in 
the fact that they have originated 
with the throne and are working out 
among the common people. 


The native religion of Burmah and 
Siam is Buddhism. Every man in the 
kingdom is expected to spend a no- 
vitiate in a monastery that he may 
receive thorough instruction in the 
doctrines. of Buddha. A _ notable 
achievement of recent years, both from 
a religious and literary standpoint, is 
the King’s edition of the Buddhfst 
scriptures. Previous to its publication. 
the Buddhist sacred writing had ex- 
isted only on palm strips, inscribed in 
the Cambodian characters. By a spe- 
cial edict from the King of Siam a 
correct text was prepared by the best 
scholars in the realm, and printed in 
Siamese characters. The completed 
work comprised thirty-nine volumes. 
Thus the Buddhist scriptures have be- 
come available to the entire kingdom. 


Mission work in Burmah is prose- 
cuted chiefly by American Baptists, 
and the name of one of the mission- 
ary heroes of the denomination, Adon- 
iram Judson, ts linked with the de- 
ginnings of the enterprise. | 


There are persons yet living who 
remember when there were less than 
a dozen native Christians in Burmah. 
Today there are over 40,000. 


A policy of religious toleration and 
friendliness toward foreigners has 
been steadily pursued by the King of 
Siam. Valuable property for schools 
and hospitals, with contributions for 
their support have repeatedly been 

ven to the missionaries by the roval 
amily. Recognition of the character 
and ability of the missionaries has 
been shown by their appointment to 
positions of influence and importance. 


Protestant mission work will be one 
of the potent forces in building the 
future of Siam. “We will gladly take 
all your graduates for public service,” 
said a high official to one of the mis- 
sionary schools, “because they are the 
kind of men we need.“ 


Hon. Hamilton King. United States 
Minister to Siam, is a staunch friend 
of the American missionaries in that 
country. On a recent occasion he av- 
companied one of the missionaries on 
a short itinerating tour. His descrip- 
tion of the results of Christianity. 
given to a large assemblage of na- 
tives, is worth quoting: “Christian- 
ity means for you greater loyalty to 
the King of Siam; a nicer observation 
of the laws of the island; better 
homes; better fed, better educated 
and better clothed children; a broader 
intelligence and an increasing sym- 
pathy born of the idea of the brother- 
hood of man and the fatherhood of 
God. In a word Christianity means 
that you will learn to get more out 
of life for yourselves than ever before, 
and for Siam a better type of civiliza- 
tion and better service for your coun- 
try. 


During the past decade, the Presby- 
terian rd has expended $867,000 in 
maintaining the work in Siam. 


The work of itinerating missionary 
Ss many unique 
features. Rev. Dr. Eugene P. Dunlap 
thus describes his experiences. “We 
month of the year 
in our home. The remainder of the 
time we lodge in boats, Buddhist tem- 
ples, market places, bungalows, bam- 
boo huts, courthouses, and the homes 
of the people. There are no inns, no 
hotels, in the interior of Siam. In all 
of our itinerating fleld we do not own 
a lodging place, and yet we have never 
had to sleep on the ground or out of 
doors. That speaks well for the hos- 
pitality of the people. We travel in 
the mission schooner, Kalamazoo, 
from two to four months of the year; 
by coast steamer; by native sail boats, 
canoes, buffalo carts, on elephants and 
on foot, long distances. We travel in 
safety, are always kindly received by 
the people and have perfect liberty in 
our works.” 


On a recent visit to thia country, 
the Crown Prince of Siam paid a sin- 
cere tribute to the work of the mis- 
sionary in his home land and prom- 
ised a continuance of the same cor- 
dial relations under his own adminis- 
tration. “For six hundred years there 
has never been a case of religious 
persecution on the part of the govern- 
ment. We have welcomed your Pres- 
byterian missionaries because of the 
good work we have seen them do in 
teaching the young and in healing the 
many diseases of the Siamese people. 
When I ascend the throne I promise 
that I will continue the policy of tol- 
eration and good-will so long shown 
by my honored father.”
